NE OF THE MOST ENTENSIVE CAM- 

paigns which the Germans have con- 
ducted for weeks has resulted in a victory 
of incalculable dimensions for the propa- 
ganda technique of the Herr Doktor Goebbels, 
This sinister little man in Berlin has evidently 
convinced the Polish government-inexile 
that the Russians three years ago put some- 
thing like 10,000 Polish officers to death and 
buried them in a common grave in the 
Smolensk: area. The men responsible for 
the external conduct of the enslaved nation's 
affairs are consequently accused by Moscow 
of playing Hitler's game. 

The climax came on. Sunday when So- 
viet Foreign Commissar Molotov handed the 
.Polish ambassador to the Soviet Union a 
note to this effect. The resulting severance 
of diplomatic relations thus constitutes the 
first. actual breach among the United Na- 
tions, It has followed quickly Pravda's cate- 
gorical announcement of a few days ago 
that Poland’s government-in-exile had per- 
mitted itself to be “inexcusably caught on 
the hook of Nazi propaganda.” The Soviet 
daily had charged that Berlin reports were 
“base inventions” designed to cover atrocities 


which the Nazis themselves had committed, | 


declaring that names and other alleged “evi- 
dence” cited in the Reich's capital 
entirely fictitious. 

It. will be recalled that Poland’s govern- 
ment in London had appealed to the Inter- 
national Red-Cross to make 
of the German accusations 
itself—although, of course,

UT THE PIPER in Vancouver is a worse 

case. Here is a man who can do defi- 
nite harm if he is allowed at large. He is 
liable to go piping through the world like 
| the pied piper of Hamelin, creating merri- | 
ment and. smiles everywhere | 

Now it is quite all right to permit burg- 
lars in Vancouver to enter-people’s houses, 
av’ they do évery night; it is all right to 
permit dangerous speeding on the highways 
with heavy destruction of life; it is all right | 
to permit jazz bands to pollute the air and 
signboards to pollute the scenery. But we 
certainly cannot tolerate the pollution of the 
bagpipes; not because their sound is disagree- 
able to some ears, but because the man who | 
plays them is happy. 

This carefree’ piper, sitting by the curb 
to.ply his afcient craft, is an insult to our 
Puritan ancestors. He refuses to wear a 
hair shirt. .He refuses to be miserable. He 
must be put in jail where Ke cannot indulge 
his. vice, where there are no bagpipes. But 
the law had better keep him there for more 
than six months. He must remain in jail 
permanently for it is quite certain that when 
he is released te will relapse again into 
bagpipery. He will save his money and buy 
another set of pipes. He will become happy 
again inevitably. For when people once. con- 
tract the vice of happiness they are quite in- 
curable: Fortunately few of us are tempted 
and few fall. Our society as a whole ‘is 
impregnable; Our daffodils are safe.

The 
Navajo Indian ofthe United 
States, for example, who in com | 
trast to many other Indian) 
groups, has retained his vigor 
despite proximity to the white 
man’s civilization, consumes. all 
vestiges of the sheep or goat he | 
kills and exhibits a decided pre | 
ference for the contents of the) 
stomach. He eats the organs first. 

Nutritionists point out that/ 
much could be done to improve | 
the nutritive quality of processed | 
meats by including in them organ 
meat and blood, It jg an actual 
fact that the dog food manufac- 
tured by’ Canadian packers, con 
taining much of what they desig- 
nate as offals, is superior in nu- | 
tritive value to most of the meat 
they market for human food.

| be killed, and he is not leaving 
| me,” 

Magistrate H. C. Hall had 
found Mrs. Underwood guilty on 
a charge of keeping a dog which 
had bitten Monty James, 2403 
Fernwood, April 16. 

Young Monty testified: “I said} 
bow-wow, and the dog bit me.” 
The incident, he said, occurred 
near Spring Ridge School. 

Mrs. Underwood teld Constable 
George Buckle, according to his 
evidence, the dog. may have bit- 
ten the “least offender.” She said 
the boys were in the habit of 
throwing stones at the dog
